REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior Art 
fails to discloses the specific limitation where "a transfer unit 5 that is movable towards 
the insertion unit and the shaping unit, wherein, in a state of holding the stator core, the 
transfer unit, by relatively moving to the insertion unit, moves the winding coil into a 
position for insertion into the stator core, and, by relatively moving to the shaping unit, 
forms an outline of the winding oil, wherein the transfer unit includes a holding portion 
52 for holding the stator core and a swing arm 51 for rotating the holding portion 
relative to a swing center axis, and the insertion unit and the shaping unit are provided 
so as to face one another on a swing locus of the holding portion" alone or in 
combination with the rest of the claimed limitations (see claim 1 as amended).
